Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication 
in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

6. Claims 1-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by 
Rajashekara (6,321,145). 

Rajashekara discloses a method and apparatus for a fuel cell propulsion system in figures 
1-4. * 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 1-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Reimers 
(4,054,827). 

Reimers discloses a voltage boost circuit for DC power supply in figure 1 . 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Peng et al. disclose an isolated and soft switched power converter. Jungreis et al. 
disclose a high efficiency power conditioner employing low voltage DC bus and buck and boost 
converters.
